YOUR EXPORT INVESTMENT

5 pws shortages in materials and finished goods for pri- 
vate use, which were expected for the past year and a 
half because of the inroads of the defense-equipment pro- 
gram, have taken longer to be felt than was at first pre- 
dicted. In general, commercial and household products have 
enjoyed reasonable volume, and the foreign customers have 
participated in this volume to very nearly their historical 
percentage. Here and there, critical shortages, particularly 
of chemicals, have appeared, but even in these cases, the 
National Production Administration and the Office of Inter- 
nationai Trade have given full consideration to the share 
needed by foreign countries. 

In our company, for example, in the specialty and con- 
sumer lines, 1950 shipments were only slightly below the 1949 total, and the 
projected 1951 total is now expected to exceed both the 1950 and the 1949 figures. 
For capital goods, that is heavy equipment, such as generators, motors, railway 
equipment, and central station items, the 1951 figures will equal 1950. In both 
lines, orders booked have continued to rise as several foreign countries have im- 
proved their dollar positions and at the same time, many European competitors 
are finding it necessary to increase their prices and extend their delivery promises. 





However, from all outward signs, it ap- 
pears that raw materials are becoming 
more plentiful, and it will not be long be- 
fore we are relieved of C.M.P. tickets, 
export quotas and other limiting factors. 
Many things have also been heard about 
the inventory build-up in the domestic 
warehouses, and the general softening of 
prices. 

The temptation will be great on the part 
of your manufacturer or your headquar- 
ters management to devote more and more 
of the total output to United States outlets 
and customers, at the expense of foreign 
customers and outlets. This temptation is 
inevitable because the domestic customer 
is near at hand, is usually more vocifer- 
ous, and, in many cases, buys in larger and 
therefore more serviceable quantities. He 
usually pays more rapidly, and, in practi- 
cally every instance, the papers, instruc- 
tions, and packing problems are less, so 
that the product leaves the plant more 
rapidly. 

There has been a great deal of discussion 
at all gatherings of export men as to how 
to combat this “Great Temptation” be- 
cause the export group is most aware of 
of it, of the evils in it, and also because, 
professionally, they stand to lose the most 
if and when the manufacturing executives 


yield to the temptation and relegate export 
orders to second place. You have all heard 
recommendations that the Government be 
prevailed upon to legislate export quotas. 
Prominent men are called upon to make 
public statements as to the need for con- 
tinuing and emphasizing export sales. 

It seems pertinent to question whether 
such public efforts of the export com- 
munity are doing the job we need to have 
done. The men in the Washington agencies 
to whom we appeal are well aware of the 
need for export business—their jobs are 
established to promote and protect Amer- 
ican exports, and their professional ca- 
reers depend on the prosperity of such 
trade, even as yours and mine do. It would 
seem that Washington has gone as far as 
it may, and although progress is some- 
times too slow, in the main, they have 
given to our problems the consideration 
which we need to ply our trade success- 
fully. It must be recognized that Washing- 
ton cannot, nor would we want it to, dic- 
tate to a manufacturer the manner in 
which he is to select his customers or the 
volume he must sell to those customers. 

We cannot either, it appears to me, rely 
on the hope that the findings and pro- 
nouncements of such meetings as the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Convention will be

fully read, considered and agreed with by 
all parent company executives. Such ex- 
ecutives are already too busy with the con- 
stant problems of labor, procurement, ma- 
terial allotment, investments, man-power, 
taxes and the conduct of business which 
usually overshadows the export portion 
by 10 to 1 in some lines, and as much as 
20 to 1 in others. Let us make no mis- 
take: the excellence of the products we 
sell is a result of the volume, the research, 
and the methods developed for the Ameri- 
can consumers. 

The best chance we have for maintain- 
ing equivalent treatment for the foreign 
consumer lies in our diligent and personal 
approach to our suppliers. It is up to us 
who handle their export business to see 
that the home offices do not yield to the 
“Great Tempetation.” We must seek and 
use every opportunity to convince head- 
quarters that export business is good 
business, and to explain and emphasize 
the need for devoting material to the re- 
quirements of overseas consumers. I do 
not mean that the efforts now being put 
forth in Washington or in public, by in- 
dividuals and export associations gen- 
erally, should be negelected or reduced. It 
is necessary that the sales technique be 
used simultaneously at both ends of the 
line, discouraging though this may fre- 
quently become. 

Toward this end, I suggest for your con- 
sideration the following program which 
could be used by each export manager or 
executive in order to gain greater consid- 
eration by those men who must decide on 
the export allotments we can sell. 

FIRST. We should point out that, “We 
export for the double reason of: (1) pay- 
ing for our necessities and (2) maintain- 
ing that supply from abroad.” There is 
scarcely a company or product today that 
does not use a chemical, a dye. an ore, or 
a raw material imported from a foreign 
country. The foreign producer will sell to 
us by choice, only so long as he can buy 
from us. 

We should also take pains to explain 
that the dollars which our tourists spend 
abroad and the dollars which we pay for 
cur imports are of no particular use to a 
company or a nation unless those dollars 
can be used in the purchase of American 
materials and goods. In 1945, at the end 
of the war, ali of the countries who were 
unable to buy from us during hostilities 
had large dollar balances which they came 
here to spend. Unfortunately, they quickly 
discovered that prices had gone up, dollars 
had depreciated, and they had, in most 
cases, made a very bad bargain by trading 
their national resources for currency in- 
stead of for goods. Having learned this 
lesson, most of these countries do not in- 


tend to make the same mistake again.

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PATTERN FOR PROGRESS

HE development of Miami, Florida, through the past 10 years into 

one of the Western Hemisphere’s important centers of interamerican 

trade is the story of a coordinated program of the Miami Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Into this story, as chapter after chapter has been deftly written, has 
simultaneously been woven the expansion of air commerce via Miami’s 
International Airport. Each has aided and abetted the other until today 
21 scheduled airline companies operate in and out of the port along with 
approximately 40 non-scheduled companies, charter and airfreight ser- 
vices. 

Seven years ago, under our urge, a Foreign Trade office was set up as 
a chamber division. A Foreign Trade Club that has grown today to 85 
members, was also organized. Trade Missions of from 16 to 20 business 
executives started on annual two-week air visits of the Caribbean coun- 
tries, visiting seven cities each year, until today Miami has created per- 
sonal friendships in every city and important town around the entire 
perimeter of the Caribbean and into Venezuela, Colombia, Panama, Cen- 
tral America and Mexico. 

At the same time Miami invited each of these Latin American chambers 
of commerce to send up to five delegates into Miami as guests of the city 
for three days during World Trade Week. Those days were spent in 
forums in which the guests told Miami the difficulties they faced in trad- 
ing with the Florida city, mutual problems were discussed and various 
improvement programs laid out. 

Out of these forums grew the Chamber of Commerce of the Americas 
in 1950, originated and promoted by the 89 delegates attending that forum. 
This interamerican chamber of commerce was set up as a non-profit or- 
ganization under the laws of Florida with its charter specifying that its 
permanent headquarters shall be in Miami, Florida. The delegates them- 
selves so declared. 

Thus the chamber of commerce program has helped develop business 
for the airways, and the airlines themselves have aided in the success of 
the chamber’s promotions.

REPORTING REQUIREMENTS FOR IMPORTERS 


Importers, wholesalers and processors who have not already filed dullars-and-cents 
import markups on certain commodities they handle may now file with appropriate Office 
f Price Stabilization District Offices 

l’reviousiy, these filings were to be made with the National Office. As previous filings 
will be turned over to OPS District Offices, this action will not require refiling by 
importers who have adready ffled with the National Office 

ieffect of this actiow will be to simplify the operation of price control for importers, 
wholesalers and processors who have already filed base period (July 1, 1949, to June 30, 
1950) markups and who are established sellers under the import regulation. Filing of 
markups, as required under section 6(b), may be made more conveniently at local OPS 
olfices Processing of these reports should be expedited and enforcement improved, the 
agency added. 

The OPS action is taken under Delegation of Authority No. 66 and Amendment 11 to 
Ceiling Price Regulation 31, both effective May 10, 1952. This change does not affect 
importing retailers, who are already permitted to file markups with OPS District Offices. 


ARNALL ASKS CONGRESS TO CLARIFY CAPEHART AMENDMENT 


OPS Director Ellis Arnall recommended to Congress that section 402(d)(4) of the 
Defense Production Act—the so-called Capehart amendment—be clarified so as to make 
it “explicitly inapplicable to wholesalers and retailers.” 

In letters to Senator Burnet R. Maybank and Representative Brent Spence, chairmen 
of the Banking and Currency Committees of Senate and House, Mr. Arnall said immediate 
legislative action is “imperative” in view of the decision of the Emergency Court of 
Appeals in the Safeway Stores case The court ruled that the amendment is not limited 
to manufacturers, processors and sellers of services 


SUSPENSION OF PRICE CEILING ON CERTAIN COMMODITIES 

The Office of Price Stabilization has amended a number of its regulations in order 
to suspend price ceilings on the commodities specified below. These actions are in line 
with the policy which the OPS has adopted recently of suspending or otherwise relaxing 


price controls on commodities whose selling prices are substantially below ceilings and 
are not expected to reach ceiling prices in the foreseeable future. The OPS emphasizes, 
however, that it is only suspending price controls on the commodities involved, and that 
it may terminate or modify these suspensions if at any time the price of these commodities 
rises again to specified levels. This is in contrast to the procedure followed by the OPS 
in the case of certain other commodities which have been exempt from price controls 
because they are of minor significance to the cost of living, and to retain them under 
price control involves administrative and enforcement burdens out of all proportion to 
their economic importance 

The suspension of price controls on all the commodities involved becomes effective 
Apfil 28, 1952. Those covered by these regulations must continue to preserve all records 
concerning these commodities which they were required to have as of April , 1952 

The commodities on which price ceilings were suspended as of April 28, 1952, are the 
following 

1. Domestic and imported raw and processed wool waste materials containing 25% 
or more of wool by fiber weight, except sales made in the territories and possessions of 
the United States. This suspension is effected by Revision 1 to General Overriding Regula- 
tion 4 

«(Note:) Concurrently with the suspension of price controls on these materials the 
OPS issued Ceiling Price Regulation 141. This is a stand-by regulation providing specific 
@ollar-and-cents ceiling prices for certain domestic and imported raw wool waste mate- 
rials containing 25% or more of wool by fiber weight These ceiling prices will be

Altschuler’s objections, however, were voiced against those sections of the proposed 
bill that appeared unnecessarily restrictive. The time element in sec. 313(b), he told the 
Committee on Finance of the United States Senate, should be extended to a period not 
exceeding three years, and in sec. 313(h) to a period not exceeding five years. Section 13 
of the proposed bill, dealing with the elimination of “foreign value” as basis for 
determining value, was felt to be defective in two respects: 1) that the appraiser did not 
have to state his basis of value, and 2) that there was no definite time limitation within 
which the appraiser should complete his appraisement 

Similarly opposed by the CBFAA were certain changes in Section 15, which increases 
the ceiling on informal entries from $100.00 to $250.00. This “will permit certain importers 
of certain commodities,” claimed Altschuler, “to carry on their business with customs in 
an informal manner, while their competitors go through formal procedures.” In Section 
17, he added, “The proposal which would abolish the right of amendment of an entry 
under any circumstances once an entry has been made is too harsh and is entirely 
unnecessary 

“We believe,” said Altschuler, “that the concept of additional duties is wrong and 
it should be discarded entirely If there is an honest dispute between an importer and 
the Government, the dispute should be resolved in the proper forum without any penalty 
If an importer is fraudulent or deceptive, there are other provisions in the law which 
amply punish him, either through criminal prosecution or civil penalties against him 
personally or against the goods imported.’ 

Although voicing the opinion of the CBFAA, Altschuler nevertheless stressed the 
fact that these observations were of great interest to the entire importing community

PROTECTING YOUR EXPORT INVESTMENT 


SECOND. We should try to keep the 
headquarters management familiar with 
and interested in the daily foreign situa- 
tions, see that they are sent items of in- 
terest, and that they hear of jobs which 
might later mean steady business. If pos- 
sible, we should persuade them to travel 
abroad or take vacations abroad. Famili- 
arity with foreign places and conditions 
never fails to create better understanding 
of the foreigners’ needs. 

THIRD. Show headquarters that the 
present investment which they have in 
their export operation is worth saving 
it is a piece of machinery which will soon 
be needed and should not be permitted to 
become rusty or inoperative. There is good 
reason to believe that if no war occurs 
within the next three years, the tremen- 
dously expanded facilities of the U. S. 
manufacturers will need more orders than 
the American consumers alone will be able 
to place. At that time, our industry, gen- 
erally, will start to look overseas for the 
“extra” business which may make the dif- 
ference between good and mediocre profits. 

All of you have an investment in your 
export organization which could not easily 
be replaced—trained personnel, offices, 
Overseas agents, good-will and reputation, 
@nd above all, customer contacts. The 
Minimum program to be maintained is one 
which would enable all these assets to be 
Maintained well enough that they will all 
be ready for efficient use when we start to 
“sell” again, in the full sense of the word.

ages, defense order ratings, and military 
expansion, we should attempt to have our 
suppliers furnish enough export material 
to maintain the following: 

(a) The foreign customers’ capital equip- 
ment which requires renewal parts or 
maintenance supplies of your manufacture; 

(b) Your experienced staff of export 
specialists and technicians, your overseas 
offices, and, insofar as possible, your over- 
seas sales personnel; 

(c) A creditable advertising program to 
insure that your name will not disappear 
from accustomed media and will not be 
forgotten; and 

(d) Your dealers’ or distributors’ inter- 
est in your line—dealers or distributors 
once lost are hard to win back, especially 
if they have obtained better consideration 
from the companies for whom they de- 
serted you. 

I cannot promise that these recommen- 
dations will solve all your problems, but 
certainly they should enable you to obtain 
more sympathy for your export require- 
ments and for the needs of your overseas 
customers. 

Most foreign buyers like and want 
American products and will wait for them 
if we can offer any hope of eventually 
furnishing them. Coca-Cola, Cadillac, Alka- 
Seltzer, Singer, Ever-Ready. and other 
famous makes are household words in 
every country, and we should not permit 
our signs to disappear or be forgotten for 
lack of product or lack of interested 
dealers.

THE INOMY OF MEXICO AND

OUTLOOK 


A report is available on “The Economy of 
Mexico and the Country’s Foreign Trade 
Outlook,” prepared by the NFTC’s Commit- 
tee for Mexico and Western Hemisphere 
Division.

CHILEAN CIRCULAR AFFECTING 
A-1 AND A-2 IMPORTS 

By Circular 17 of April 24, the Chilean 
official National Board of Foreign Trade 
(Consejo Nacional de Comercio Exterior) 
has suspended all imports of A-l goods 
until a study can be made of the country’s 
requirements for such items. Such imports 
consist of merchandise that previously was 
importable into Chile without import per- 
mits. The action, which was announced pub- 
licly over the week-end, thus effectively 
stops free imports into Chile payable in 
dollars. While the Chilean Consulate in New 
York, and presumably other Chilean con- 
sulates elsewhere in the United States, have 
been ordered, effective April 25, not to legal- 
ize documents on shipments from the United 
States unless the goods are covered by 
Chilean import licenses, shipments carried 
on the vessels SANTA MARIA, which left 
New York on April 26, and the KONGS- 
BURG, which is scheduled to leave New 
York on May 1, have been exempted. It is 
understood that the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce has already requested 
through the United States Embassy at 
Santiago exemption of shipments in transit 
and all goods on order before the effective 
date of the decree. The NFTC and other 
trade organizations have expressed their 
concern to the Department of Commerce 
over the failure of the Chilean Government 
to give any warning of the immediate halt 
in legalization of documents on the non- 
licensed list. 

Circular 17 also transfers all A-2 import 
items, which consist of merchandise import- 
able in unlimited —- but under prior 
import license an yable at preferential 
exchange rates, to Category B-2, consisting 


of goods controllable as to quantity, al- 
though, like those falling in Category A-2, 
subject to import license and payable at 
preferential rates. It is understood that per- 
mits will be issued only for vitally needed 
imports falling in this category 
Although the free exchange system is not 
directly affected by provisions of the de- 
cree, a readjustment in the exchange budget 
may be required by growing foreign exe 
change difficulties experienced by Chile 
Labor difficulties in the copper and nié¢ 
trate mines threaten the country’s dollar- 
exchange earning ability. Although $46,992,< 
140 was scheduled for free imports payablé 
in dollars under the current exchangé 
budget, the supply of dollars available on 
the free market has been less than expected, 
Difficulty has been experienced in selling 
the 20 per cent of copper production known 
as “free copper,’ which does not have to be 
shipped to the United States 
Following the change in the situation 
with regard to imports of A-1 goods under 
order prior to noon of April 24, the NFTC 
lodged a further vigorous protest with the 
Office of International Trade, Department

HUNGARY—tThe Post Office Department has just been notified by the Hungarian postal 
authorities of additional restrictions and conditions made effective May 1, 1952, relative té 
the acceptance of gift shipments for that country. Because of the impracticability of 
applying these regulations at United States post offices, and pending clarification of thé 
requirements, the acceptance of gift parcels and gift shipments in the regular mails fot 
Hungary is temporarily suspended, effective immediately. This suspension in no way 
affects the mailing of parcels or packages not sent as gifts, which require validated expor€ 
licenses to be presented at the time of mailing

YUGOSLAVIA—Postal Union (regular) mail articles are now accepted for special 
delivery service in Yugoslavia. An article intended for special delivery service in Yugo- 
slavia must be prepaid 20 cents, in addition to the regular postage. An “Expres” (special 
delivery) label Form 2977 must be affixed to the cover, or the cover must be marked boldly 
n red ink “Expres” directly below but not on the stamps. 

MAILING OF COINS, CURRENCY, AND OTHER VALUES TO FOREIGN COUNTRIES 
Reports continue to be received by the Post Office Department from foreign postal admin- 
istrations concerning nonreceipt by addressees of money enclosed in ordinary (unreg- 
istered) letters from the United States 

There are also reports of seizure by customs authorities in foreign countries of cur- 
rency and other articles of which the importation by mail is either specially restricted or 
entirely prohibited by those countries, whether in ordinary or registered mail. Patrons who 
intend to mail coins, currency, and other values to foreign countries should inquire at their 
local post office whether the articles in question require registration, or are restricted or 
prohibited to the country of address. 


NET QUANTITY OF IMPORTS OF BRIER AND SIMILAR WOODS 

We have recently received several import entries covering imports of brier blocks 
classified under Schedule A, Statistical Classification of Commodities Imported into the 
United States, Commodity Number 4075 000 on which the net quantities are reported only 
in terms of the number of bags. For statistical purposes, Schedule A provides that the net 
quantity of “Brier, ivy, or laurel root, and similar wood, not further advanced than cut into 
Dlecks” (Schedule A Commodity Number 4075 000) be reported in terms of the gress 
Rumber of pieces. 

Importers of brier and other similar woods, not further advanced than cut into blocks, 

requested to show the gross number of pieces on future import entries. If information 
on the gross number or the number of pieces is not currently available for all shipments, 
importers are requested to have such information shown by their suppliers on all future 
invoices. [C/L 156.] 


IMPORT CERTIFICATION SYSTEM GOES INTO EFFECT MAY I 


Beginning May 1, applications for licenses to export strategic goods to certain Western 
European countries must be accompanied by import certificates from the U. S. exporters 
foreign customers, the Office of International Trade, U. S. Department of Commerce. 

The import certificate, which must be witnessed by the foreign customer's government 
Provides official assurance that the U. 8S. goods will not be shipped from the importing 
Sountry without its official authorization 

This new method of certification, required under the recently announced import 
@ertification-delivery verification (ICDV) procedure, applies to exports of strategic com- 
Modities to: Belgium, Denmark, Wrance, Italy, Luxembourg, Norway, Portugal, United 
Kingdom, Western Germany and The Netherlands. The affected commodities are identified 
im OLT's “Positive List” by the letter “A.” 





EXPORTERS MUST GIVE DETAILS ON END-USE OF EXPORTS 

The Office of International Trade, U. S. Department of Commerce, reminded exporters 
tRat they are required to supply detailed information on the end-use of the goods covered 
by their export license applications. 

This information must be based on the U. S. exporter’s own knowledge of his foreign 
CGstomer’s needs and intentions and must be included in the export license application 
(@n Form IT-419). This applies to exports to all destinations 

The exporter’s statement on end-use is in addition to the end-use statement he is 
réguired to obtain directly from his foreign customer for certain shipments of U. S. goods 
t@ areas outside the Western Hemisphere. The fact that an exporter has obtained such an 
e@d-use statement from his ultimate consignee or purchaser and attached it to his export 
ligense application does not relieve the exporter of his responsibility to submit whatever 
information he may have on the end-use of the shipment. 

If the exporter has no information in addition or contrary to that submitted by his 
foreign customer, he may state in his license application that his customer’s end-use 
statement is true and complete, to the best of his knowledge and belief. A mere reference 
to his customer's statement, as “see attached consignee (and purchaser) statement,” is not 
acceptable.

NEW GERMAN EXPORT INCENTIVE SCHEME ESTABLISHED 

In an effort to promote direct exports to the United States and other hard-currency 
areas, the Federal Ministry for Economics of the Federal Republic of Germany has estab- 
lished a procedure by which exporters are permitted to use 40% of their export proceeds 
for importation of designated goods 

All exporters who sell their goods against free dollars or free Swiss francs are eligible 
to receive so-called import rights in the form of credit accounts maintained at Foreign 
Trade Banks in Western Germany. Firms earning such currencies as a result of processing 
and repair transactions and deliveries to the Occupation Forces are also eligible for these 
rights. Import rights may be used by the holder to buy certain goods abroad or they may 
be transferred to importers. The goods eligible for purchase in this manner will be 
announced at a later date by the Federal Ministry for Economics. It is understood that thig 
list will consist of 40 to 50 items considered essential for the domestic economy. Further 
more, it is expected that a special procedure will be announced in the near future undeF 
which 10% of the import rights may be used for purchase of goods not on the list buf 
essential for export production.

NETHERLANDS EXPORT BONUS DOLLAR SCHEME EXPANDED 

The arrangement under which the Netherlands Bank allows exporters to retain 10% 
of dollars earned from exports to the United States and Canada has been expanded and 
broadened by a Netherlands Bank directive. 

Effective from february 11, 1952, this arrangement applies to all countries paying for 
Netherlands exports with dollars except those with which the Netherlands has monetary 
agreements. Also covered are exports to United States authorities outside the United States 
and to international organizations unless such transactions are brought about by inter- 
vention of the Netherlands Government within the framework of the mutual defense effort.

ARTISTIC ANTIQUITIES—WORKS OF ART 
— REGULATIONS — CLAIM FOR FREE 
ENTRY: The imported merchandise, a silver 
plated tureen, was not listed on the invoice 
or on the entry papers at the time of entry 
and was first discovered by the examiner 
when he came to examine the merchandise 
for the purpose of appraisement and classi 
fication, such examination being concluded 
on or about June 17, 1949. The matter was 
called to the importer'’s attention, and the 
customs broker attempted on June 29, 194% 
to enter the merchandise as an artistic 
antiquity by endorsement on the back of 
the entry and filing of the documents and 
evidence required to prove antiquity. The 
tureen was found by the appraiser to be an 
artistic antiquity produced prior to 1830 
The tureen was assessed for duty at 25% 
under paragraph 339 of the Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended by the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, T.D. 51802, as a house 
hold utensil plated with silver on copper 
It was claimed by the importer to be free 
of duty under paragraph 1811, as an artistic 
antiquity 

Under paragraph “Works of art 
artistic antiquities, which shall 
been produced prior to the year 18350 
free of duty “subject to such regulations 
as to proof of antiquity as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe.” Section 
10.53(f) of the Customs Regulations of 1943 
as amended by T.D. 52084, provides that “a 
claim for the free entry of an article under 
paragraph 1811 on the fF antiquity 
may be made on the entry or filed subse 
quent thereto at any time before the re 
lease of the article from customs custody 
if the collector is satisfied that it was not 
imported for sale, or, if imported for sale 
at any time before the examination of the 
article for the purpose of appraisement or 
classification has begun. No claim shall be 
entertained, nor shall evidence as to the 
antiquity of the article be considered, unless 
submitted within that time.” It was on the 
basis of this regulation that the collector 
assessed duty on the tureen

The Bureau has given careful consideration to a recommendation of an association of 
steamship lines and agencies that in order to save time and expense in the preparation of 
manifests for residue cargo as provided for by section 4.85, as amended, and section 438, 
Customs Regulations of 1943, the abstract manifest filed at any given port be required to 
include only the cargo manifested for discharge at that port. It appears that normally the 
inclusion in an abstract manifest filed at any port of residue cargo manifested for dig- 
charge at other ports serves no good purpose and needlessly increases the number of pages 
of the abstract manifest 

The Bureau has also given favorable consideration to a suggestion that a simplified 
procedure be adopted to permit the transfer of supplies or stores from one vessel 8o 
another which would be entitled to withdraw them free of duty and tax under section 909 
or 317, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, or section 3451 of the Internal Revenue Code, withopt 
the formality of filing a withdrawal therefor supported by a bond

In order 
to permit the filing of notices of lading after the supplies have been placed on board, sec- 
tion 22.18 (e) of the Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR 22.18 (e)), as amended by T.D 
52894, is hereby further amended by adding the following at the end thereof 
If the vessel or aircraft on which supplies are to be laden with benefit of drawback 
arrives at a time when the customhouse is not open for business and the supplies are 
required to be laden before the customhouse is next open for business, the collector is 
hereby authorized to waive the requirement of this paragraph that the notice of lading 
be filed before lading, provided it is filed as soon thereafter as practicable and the per 
tinent regulations are otherwise complied with.

subject to judicial review, it is desirable that any applicant who has received an adverse 
decision be afforded an opportunity to obtain a review of the collector's decision by the 
office of the Commissioner of Customs Accordingly, section 15.1, Customs Regulations 
of 1943 (19 CFR 15.1), is amended as follows

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CUSTOMS REORGANIZATION PLAN NO. 3 OF 1952 


Many inquiries have been received which appear to be based on misunderstandings 
and rumors about Reorganization Plan No This office desires that the following facts 
be communicated to all employees under your jurisdiction so that they will know what is 


actually proposed in Plan No. 3 

Section § of the plan would abolish all offices in the Customs Service to which 
appointments are no required to be made by the President with the advice and consent 
ot the Senate, and would authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to transfer the func- 
tions of the abolished oftices except functions abolished by the plan, to civil-service posi- 
tions. The ottices to be abolished are those of 44 collectors of customs, 6 comptrollers of 
customs, the surveyor of customs at New York, and the appraiser of mere handise at New 
York, in ali 

Section 2 of the plan merely provides that 20 additional departmental and field posi- 
tions in the Custems Service (25 in all, there now being 5) may be compensated at the 
so-called supergrade rates of pay. it provides for new grades, and not for new employees 
Plan No. 3 would in no way have the slightest effect on the existing authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to consolidate or rearrange customs districts and to abolish 
or establish ports of entry (19 U. S. C. 2 and Executive Order 10289 of September 17, 1951). 
The plan would give no new authority whatsoever to transfer customs employees from 
port to port Its only effect in this regard would be to open new promotional opportu- 
nities for customs employees. It does not require or contemplate any change in policy or 
practice with respect to the transfer of customs employees from one port to another. 

Section 3 is in two parts. Subsection (a) would abolish certain functions identified in 
precise and meticulous detail. Subsection (b) consists of “saving” clauses it provides 
that subsection (a) is not to be construed as modifying any unspecified requirements Of 
law, nor as precluding the establishments of functions like the abolished functions, nm@r 
as authorizing any transfer of functions to an agency outside the Treasury Lepartme@gt. 

Tne functions to be abolished are (1) completely dormant and have not been performed 
for many years, (2) specially related to offices to be abolished, so that their continuati@n 
atter abolition ot the offices would be unjustified, or (3) impose restrictions upon the 
modernization of the customs accounting system in conformity with the Budget aid 
AccountingProcedures Act of 1950. There is no concealed abolition of necessary functiogs 
in the plan 

It is apparent that the misapprehensions and concern of customs employees abowtt 
section 3 are focused primarily, if not wholly, on subdivision 3, pertaining exclusively fo 
functions of the surveyor of customs at New York, those parts of subdivisions 7 and 9 whi@h 
pertain to functions of comptrollers, and subdivision 10, pertaining to certain functiofis 
of collectors 

The oftice of surveyor of customs would be abolished by the plan and the duties 6f 
that office would thereafter be performed by a deputy collector, or similar officer, as ha@s 
long been the case at all other ports. No customs inspector now performs any function 
under the authority of section 2627 of the Revised Statutes, and the abolition of tie 
functions prescribed by that statute could not conceivably affect in any way the assig#- 
ment of functions to customs inspectors 

Every function of a collector covered by subdivision 10 is either now completely 
dormant, or is provided for in such manner as to be preserved by section 3(b)(1). Sub- 
division 10, therefore, would merely eliminate unnecessary functions which for many yeas 
has caused confusion without serving any useful purpose 

All functions of comptrollers would be abolished by section 3(a), leaving none to Be 
reassigned. However, as an interim measure, almost all abolished functions of comptrollems 
would be reestablished immediately, as contemplated by section 3(b)(2). Pilot programs 
would be instituted promptly and pursued diligently to determine how much of the work 
now done in comptrollers’ offices should be continued in a permanent system, how much c@n 
be performed better in a different way, and how much can be discontinued Every 
liminary and final adjustment in the work will be designed to promote economy 
efficiency without prejudice to the revenue. The outline of this exploratory program hé@s 
been discussed in detail with, and approved by, representatives of the General Accountifig 
Office, ond customs accounting procedures will continue to be subject at all times €© 
review by that Office Any anticipation that adequate checks will be given up is wholly 
groundless 

Within the next few years there should be a reduction in the number of persomp 
employed in comptrollers’ organizations, but present planning contemplates that eve 
employee released from his present duties will be reassigned to another type of equally 
important accounting or liquidating duties 

Section 4 specifies when the political offices will be abolished. It is carefully designed 
to avoid hardships for political officers and apparently has resulted in no misunderstanding.

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PROCEDURE GOVERNING EXPORTATIONS FROM MILITARY PORTS 
OF EMBARKATION OF CIGARETTES MANUFACTURED FOR THE 
AMERICAN RED CROSS 
Reference is made to the Bureau’s unnumbered circular letter dated December 5, 1951, 
on the above-stated subject. The procdure whereby, in addition to other details, the col- 
lector of customs receives the facts of exportation, information that the American Red 
Cross is the actual shipper, and the name of the manufacturer entitled to claim the draw- 
back will remain in force, as T.D. 52894, amending Part 22, Customs Regulations of 1943, 
provides no complete procedural substitute. However, in order that such procedure may 
be in accord with the drawback regulations as amended, the circular letter in question 
is hereby revised as follows, effective as to cigarettes exported on and after April 1, 1952: 
Upon shipment of cigarettes sold to the American Red Cross for exportation from 
military ports of embarkation, the supplier or his agent shall file with the American Red 
Cross representative at the base four copies of Notice of Exportation (customs Form 7511), 
bearing the coded destination and American Red Cross Purchase Order number, if avail- 
able, and the following printed or typed unsigned certificate of exportation:

the right to drawback was reserved by the manufacturer with the knowledge and consegt 
of the endorser, forward the original notice of exportation and two copies to the poft 
transportation officer, and retain a copy. 

After verifying shipment of the cigarettes in conformity with conditions in tHe 
unsigned certificate of exportation, an authorized Department of the Army official shall 
sign the certificate in triplicate, forward the original notice of exportation and one copy 
to the collector of customs of the port where the drawback entry is to be filed, and retaffR 
a copy. If less than the entire quantity covered by the notice of exportation was shipped 
in conformity with the specified conditions, such authorized official shall also note on the 
forms the disposition made of the quantity excepted. If none of the cigarettes were shipped 
in conformity with such conditions, such official shall mail the original and copies, 
unsigned, to the supplier or his agent. ‘

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
&@ period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise: 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 


revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 





excise tax has been paid.

SANITARY CONTROL OF ANIMAL BYPRODUCTS (EXCEPT CASINGS), 
AND HAY AND STRAW, OFFERED FOR ENTRY INTO THE UNITED STATES 


IMPORTATIONS FROM CANADA 


Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture by section 2 of the 
act of February 2, 1903, as amended (sec. 2, 32 Stat. 792, as amended, 21 U. S. C. 111), § 95.4 
of the regulations governing the sanitary control of animal byproducts (except casings), 
and hay and straw, offered for entry into the United States (9 CFR, 95.4), is hereby revoked 
Section 95.4, Importations from Canada, excepted from the restrictions contained in 
9 CFR, Part 95, animal byproducts and hay and straw imported from Canada. The effect 
of this amendment, therefore, is to make those restrictions applicable to such commodi- 
ties when so imported. This action is taken because the Secretary of Agriculture has 
determined that foot-and-mouth disease now exists in Canada 
The protection of the livestock interests of the United States demands that this amend- 
} ment be made effective at the earliest possible moment. Accordingly, pursuant to sec- 
tion 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003), it is found upon good cause 
that notice and public procedure concerning this amendment are impracticable and con- 
trary to the public interest, and good cause is found, under the said section 4, for making 
)the amendment effective le ess than 30 days after publication in the “Federal Register.” 
Such notice and hearing are not required by any other statute. 
This amendment shall become effective immediately. [B. A. I. Order 371, Amdt, 1.] 


DEFENSE FOOD ORDER 3, “AGRICULTURAL IMPORTS” 


The Administrator of the Production and Marketing Administration approved Amend- 
ment 3 to DFO-3 today. In the amendment the Department of Agriculture made clear 
that its restrictions against arrangements for imports do not apply to imports planned 
for entry after June 30, 1952, since its present authority does not extend beyond that date. 
At the same time a strong warning is given in the amendment that any advance arrange- 
ments by importers or others for imports after June 30 are taken at the risk that such 
imports may be restricted or prohibited after June 30. This warning is contained in the 
Amendment to Section 5. 

Section 9, covering Records and Reports, also has been amended and the form that 
must be filed by an importer at the time of entry of a commodity under quota has been 
revised. The new form, DFO Form 7, will be required beginning May 19, 1952, in place 
of DFO Form 6 now in use. It requires that the type and Commerce Import Class Number 
for the commodity being entered must be shown. In addition, importers must certify on 
the form that they have an import authorization for the type of commodity being entered 
from the country of origin named and that they have an unused quota for that type of 
commodity from that ntsc sufficient to cover the shipment being entered

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—ITALY 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

A revision of the plant-quarantine import restrictions of Italy appears necessary in 
view of recent orders of the Italian Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry which revoke 
those presented in B. E. P. Q. 469 and its supplements, It has been prepared for the 
information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials and others interested in the exporta- 
tion of plants and plant products from the United States to Italy. 

The revision was prepared by Richard Faxon, Division of Plant Quarantines, from a 
translation of “Disposizioni Fitosanitarie Relative Alla Importazione e al Transite del 
Vegetals.” It was reviewed by the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry in Rome. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct and complete up 
to the time of its preparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor 
as a substitute for, the original texts, and it is not to be interpreted as legally authorita- 
tive. (B.E.P.Q. 469, Revised.) 


PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—KINGDOM OF RUMANIA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

_ According to Circular 257 issued by the International Bureau of Universal Postal 
Union at Bern, Switzerland on November 6, 1951, the administration of Rumania supplied 
the following information on parcel post entry restrictions of that country: 

1. Importations of living plants with roots are prohibited 

2. The following are admitted for importation on condition they are accompanied by 
a phytosanitary certificate: 

Bulbs, shoots, and other parts of living plants, 

Fresh fruits of all kinds, 

poems of all kinds (flower, vegetables, trees, shrubs, agricultural plants or forest 
species), 

Onions, rice, and pearl barley. 

Parcels containing such articles without being accompanied by the phytosanitary 
certificate are destroyed. 
(Note: The above provisions lessen the almost absolute prohibition contained fn 
Supplement No. 1 for United States products.) (B.E.P.Q. 422, Supplement No. 5.) 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS— 
BRITISH COLONY OF TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

According to the “Foreign Commerce Weekly of February 11, 1952, Government 
Notice No. 228 of December 7, 1951, of Trinidad and Tobago, and known as the Plant 
Protection (Amendment) Regulations, 1951, Regulation 20 of the Plant Protection Regula- 
tions, 1941, is relaxed to provide for the entry subject to permit conditions of cotton 
products named below and heretofore prohibited from the United States and certain other 
countries. Correct the first part of paragraph 19, p. 7, B. E. P. Q. 418, Revised, befote 
the word “Previded” to read as follows: 

Cotton Imports Subject to Permit 

“Cotton lint, cotton linters, cottonseed meal, and cottonseed cake may now be imported 
under permit issued by the Director of Agriculture, who is given discretion to determine 
the countries and places from which they may be imported and is also given the powér 
to determine the condition of means of shipment and requirements of fumigation and 
certification.” (B.E.P.q. 418, Rev. Supp. No. 1.) 


AMENDMENT OF REGULATION SPECIFYING COUNTRIES FROM WHICH 
PRODUCT (MEAT, MEAT BYPRODUCT, AND MEAT FOOD PRODUCT) IS 
ELIGIBLE FOR IMPORTATION INTO THE UNITED STATES 

Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secretary of Agriculture by section 306 of 
the Tariff Act of June 17, 1930 (19 U. S. C. 1306) and after public notice (17 F. R. 1427) 
and due consideration of all relevant material presented pursuant thereto, § 27.2 (b) of 
the regulations in 9 CFR, Chapter I, Subchapter A, as amended, issued under said section, 
is hereby amended to read as follows, for the purpose of adding Germany (Federal Repub- 
lic) to the list of countries specified therein from which meat, meat by-product, and meat 
food product may be imported into the United States as provided in said regulations: 

(b) It has been determined by the Secretary of Agriculture that product from the 
following foreign countries, covered by foreign meat inspection certificates of the coun- 
try of origin as required by § 27.6, except fresh, chilled, or frozen or other product ineligible 
for importation into the United States from countries ih which the contagious and com- 
municable disease of rinderpest or of foot-and-mouth disease exists as provided in 9 CFR, 
Part 94, as amended, is eligible for importation into the United States after inspection and 
marking as required by this subchapter: 


Argentina. England and Wales. Italy. Paraguay. 
Australia, Finland. Luxembourg. Poland. 
Belgium. France, Madagascar. Seotiand. 
Brasil. Germany (Federal Mexico. Spain. 
Canada. Republic). Netherlands, Sweden. 
Cuba. Honduras, New Zealand. Switzerland, 
Czechoslovakia. Iceland. Nerthern Ireland. Uruguay. 
Denmark. Treland (Eire). Norway. Venezuela. 
Dominican Republic. 


Effective date. The foregoing amendment shall be effective on March 28, 1952.
